COLOSSUS OF RHODES. 


Gne of the Ancient Seven Wonders of 
the World. 
The ancients succeeded in m aking 
that alloy of copper which is known as 
bronze. 
Among the seven wonders of 
the 
world 
w as the 
fam ous 
statue, 
w holly 
made of bronze, historically 
known as the C olossus of 
Rhodes, 
it 
represented Phoebus, the national d ei­ 
ty of the R hodians. 
It was begun by 
Chares, a pupil of Ly sippus, tin.' scu lp ­ 
tor, and w as com pleted by Laches 2.SS 
B. C. 
The p op ular belief is that it 
stood astride 
the h arbo r of Rhodes, 
that It w as 105 feet high and that 
ships could easily sail betw een its legs. 
Pliny said th a t few men could clasp 
its thum b. 
It was cast on metal p lates, 
a fte rw a rd joined 
together, and 
this 
p rocess occup ied tw elv e years. 
In the 
interior was a sp iral staircase re a c h ­ 
ing into its bead, and in u great m irro r 
susp ended to its neck were reflected 
th e coast ot Syria and the ship s sailing 
to Egyp t. 
A fter it 
had stood 
for sixty-four 
y ears this colossus w as o v erthrow n by 
an earthquake, and its rem ains lay on 
tho shore for 023 years -th at is, until
